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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  Medical  Officer  to  the  Education  Committee,  I  have  the 
honour  to  submit  my  twenty-first  Annual  Report.  This  document 
is  the  forty-fourth  in  the  series  which  deals  with  the  work  of  medical 
inspection,  treatment,  and  the  physical  condition  of  children  attend¬ 
ing  schools  within  the  County  Borough  of  Southampton. 

The  Bitterne  Park  clinic,  which  is  the  fifth  to  serve  the  South¬ 
ampton  public,  was  officially  opened  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor, 
Councillor  Mrs.  M.  Cutler,  o.b.e.,  j.p.,  on  15th  September  of  this 
year.  Dr.  K.  M.  Cairns,  in  addition  to  conducting  maternity 
and  child  w’elfare  clinics  at  King’s  Park  Road,  commenced  to  conduct 
clinics  at  this  centre  as  from  the  17th  September,  1951.  The  opening 
of  this  clinic  will  no  doubt  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  residents 
in  the  Bitterne  Park  and  adjacent  district,  hitherto  it  being  necessary 
for  them  to  attend  King’s  Park  Road  clinic. 

The  medical  inspection  of  school  children  continued  during  the 
year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  all  primary  and  secondary 
i  (modern)  schools  were  visited  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
I  Officers.  Medical  inspections  w'ere  also  completed  at  the  Grammar 
I  School  for  Girls,  St.  Anne’s  Grammar  School,  King  Edward  VI 
Grammar  School,  Itchen  Grammar  School  and  Taunton’s  School. 

I  At  the  request  of  the  school  authorities,  medical  inspection  was  also 
i  completed  at  the  Atherley  School.  An  invitation  for  medical  inspec¬ 
tion  to  be  carried  out  was  sent  to  the  Convent  High  School,  but 
this  was  declined  on  the  grounds  that  it  was  thought  parents  of  the 
pupils  took  a  deep  personal  interest  in  the  health  of  their  children. 
The  number  of  children  to  receive  routine  examination  during  the 
year  was  10,155.  Children  who  were  found  in  need  of  treatment 
or  observation  were  seen  at  subsequent  re-inspections. 

Routine  head  cleanliness  examinations  proceeded  unchanged 
during  the  year.  Health  Visitors  visited  all  schools  at  the  beginning 
!  of  each  term  and  examined  all  children  in  attendance.  74,654 
\  examinations  were  made  and  613  cleansing  notices  issued.  Statistics 
!  relating  to  this  incidence  will  be  found  on  page  10.  Children  found 
(  to  be  infested  are  given  a  form  H.C.2  excluding  them  from  school 

I  for  twenty-four  hours  and  giving  written  advice  as  to  the  correct 
treatment.  Parents  are  instructed  to  send  children  to  the  school 
clinic  for  final  inspection. 

Twenty-one  schools,  including  the  five  grammar  schools, 
(  provide  facilities  for  remedial  exercises.  The  work  at  these  centres 
\  is  supervised  by  the  Physical  Training  Organiser  whose  report  is 
I  shown  on  page  26. 
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Facilities  for  artificial  sunlight  are  available  at  five  centres, 
although  the  Oatlands  House  centre  has  not  been  functioning 
for  some  time  owing  to  the  cases  requiring  treatment  not  being 
sufficient  in  number.  The  few  cases  found  to  require  this  treatment 
have  been  referred  to  the  main  centre  at  King’s  Park  Road. 

Pre-school  children  attending  the  Day  Nurseries  received  medical 
inspection  at  intervals  of  approximately  three  months,  and  children 
needing  medical  attention  were  referred  either  to  their  private 
practitioner  or  to  the  appropriate  clinic. 

Provision  of  school  meals  and  the  consumption  of  milk  in 
schools  show  an  increase  during  the  year.  Detailed  statistics  of  this 
service  together  with  the  consumption  of  milk  and  cod  liver  oil 
and  malt  will  be  found  on  page  30. 

The  orthopaedic  clinic  continued  to  operate  smoothly.  Cases 
of  a  major  nature  being  referred  from  this  clinic  to  the  Lord  Mayor 
Treloar  Orthopaedic  Clinic  which  is  held  at  the  Royal  South  Hants 
Hospital. 

The  work  of  the  Child  Guidance  clinic  progressed  during  the 
year,  and  the  number  of  children  referred  showed  an  increase  on  the 
previous  year. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  position  of  the  Dental  Service, 
there  being  only  one  dental  officer  on  the  staff.  Dr.  W.  L.  M. 
Bigby  continued  to  attend  the  dental  clinic  at  Cardigan  Road  twice 
weekly  as  anaesthetist. 

The  speech  clinic  did  not  operate  throughout  the  year  owing  to 
the  speech  therapist’s  post  being  vacant.  Attempts  to  obtain 
the  services  of  a  speech  therapist  were  made  without  success. 

Dr.  H.  D.  Rossiter  was  appointed  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officer  on  the  19th  March,  1951,  and  commenced  to  conduct 
clinics  at  Oatlands  House  as  from  that  date. 

A  further  three  health  visitors  were  appointed  during  the  year 
under  the  health  visitors  training  scheme,  but  three  resignations 
were  received,  the  total,  therefore,  remained  at  eighteen,  including 
the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 

As  I  am  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Health  and  Education 
Committees,  the  work  of  the  two  services  is  readily  co-ordinated. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  School  Clinic  (Joint)  Sub- 
Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement  and  for  the  courtesy 
with  which  they  have  considered  my  many  suggestions  and  recom¬ 
mendations. 
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I  also  wish  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  Education  Department, 
the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
the  hospitals  and  the  teachers,  for  their  co-operation  and  valuable 
assistance. 

To  the  members  of  the  medical,  dental,  nursing  and  clerical 
staffs,  I  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  for  the  willing  and 
conscientious  work  carried  out  during  the  year.

Cleanliness. — The  health  visitors  have  continued  to  carry  out  the 
periodic  cleanliness  examinations  of  all  the  children  attending 
school.  As  a  result  of  74,654  examinations,  613  cleansing  notices 
were  issued  (Section  54(2),  Education  Act,  1944)  necessitating 
exclusion  from  school.  All  related  to  infestation  with  head  hce. 
554  individual  children  were  concerned,  some  being  found  infested 
more  than  once  during  the  year. 

In  Southampton,  facilities  are  provided  at  the  school  clinics 
for  the  cleansing  of  children  found  infested.  The  following  details

Details  of  the  work  in  the  various  clinics  are  given  with  a  review 
of  the  activities  of  each  school  clinic: — 

Dental  Service. — During  the  year,  the  school  dental  staff  consisted  of 
only  one  dental  officer.  As  a  result  the  dental  clinics  at  Sydney 
House,  Oatlands  House  and  Swaythling  remained  closed  through¬ 
out  the  year,  all  patients  being  treated  at  the  Cardigan  Road  Dental 
Clinic. 


Treatment  is  still  restricted  to  children  suffering  from  pain  and 
sepsis,  and  urgent  orthodontic  conditions. 
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Skin  Clinic. — The  attendance  at  this  clinic  has  been  well  maintained. 
The  incidence  of  scabies  and  impetigo  continues  to  be  at  a  low  level. 

Cases  of  ringworm  are  not  excessive,  and  almost  every  case 
has  involved  the  body  only.  These  have  responded  well  to  the 
treatment  given,  and  no  serious  outbreak  had  been  encountered. 

The  Woods  Lamp  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  have  been 
of  great  help  in  the  diagnosis  of  doubtful  cases  of  scalp  ringworm. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  plantar 
warts  (1 18  as  compared  with  100  in  1950).  In  many  cases,  treatment 
was  rather  prolonged,  but  results  have  been  satisfactory. 

Inspection  Clinic. — There  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  children 
attending  this  clinic.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  recent  change  in 
policy,  whereby  certain  cases,  i.e.,  children  with  coughs  and  minor 
infections,  are  now  referred  to  their  own  general  practitioners 
for  the  necessary  treatment. 

It  is  felt,  however,  that  this  clinic  still  carries  out  useful  work 
in  the  treatment  and  supervision  of  cases  of  enuresis,  debility^ 
minor  injuries,  skin  conditions,  and  in  the  advice  to  parents  on  the 
many  problems  that  arise  in  the  care  and  welfare  of  children. 

Wedges  School,  Itchingfield,  nr.  Horsham,  Sussex,  continues 
to  be  very  popular,  and  much  benefit  is  derived  by  those  who  have 
attended. 

Asthma  Clinic. — An  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  attending  this 
clinic  is  again  noted.  Results  have  been  satisfactory,  and  are  shown 
in  the  table  below. 

The  County  Authority  continues  to  refer  cases  where  it  is 
found  that  this  clinic  is  the  most  convenient  to  attend.  Twenty-four 
cases,  who  made  102  attendances  during  the  year,  and  who  reside 
in  the  County  area,  attended.  All  of  these  were  at  the  direct  request 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  This  arrangement  is  very  satisfactory.

Rheumatism  and  Heart  Clinic. — There  was  a  small  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  attending  this  clinic. 

Acute  rheumatism  continues  to  be  very  uncommon,  and  the 
majority  are  cases  of  chorea  and  growing  pains. 

Most  of  the  heart  cases  are  of  afunctional  or  congenital  nature, 
and  are  referred  mainly  from  the  school  medical  inspections.  New 
cases  are  assessed,  if  necessary,  ‘with  the  assistance  of  Medical 
Specialists  at  the  general  hospitals,  and  old  cases  are  kept  under 
observation  to  ensure  that  the  children  take  as  large  a  part  in  normal 
school  life,  work  and  play,  as  is  compatible  with  their  comfort  and 
well-being.

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics  . — There  are  now  five  centres  available  for 
this  treatment.  The  opening  of  Bitterne  Park  clinic  in  September 
has  relieved  the  strain  at  King’s  Park  Road,  although  a  large  number 
of  children  still  receive  treatment  at  the  main  Health  Centre. 

A  number  of  children  received  this  treatment  on  request  of 
their  own  general  practitioner. 

Interference  owing  to  electricity  “  load  shedding  ”  and  technical 
faults  was  not  experienced  during  the  year. 
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External  Eye  Disease  and  Defective  Vision. — The  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon,  J.  Keyms,  b.a.,  m.d.,  ch.B.,  b.a.o.,  conducts  three  sessions 
weekly  at  King’s  Park  Road.

The  statistical  returns  from  this  clinic  for  the  year  1951  show 
only  a  small  reduction  in  the  amount  of  consultative  work  but  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  surgically  as  compared 
with  1950.  These  figures  emphasize  the  advantages  which  are 
obtained  by  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  clinic  being  sited  in  the  same 
building  as  the  medical  administration  of  the  School  Service. 

A  waiting  period  for  operation  after  consultation  of  about  six 
weeks  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  a  position  upon 
which  the  Service  is  to  be  congratulated  when  comparison  is  made 
with  towns  where  the  waiting  period  is  measured  in  terms  of  years 
and  not  weeks.  There  is,  of  necessity,  a  delay  of  one  to  two  months 
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in  the  examination  of  non-urgent  cases  following  school  medical 
inspection,  but  the  more  urgent  cases  referred  from  the  town’s  Health 
Centres  are  seen  in  a  matter  of  a  few  days.  This  waiting  period 
after  a  school  examination,  is  seasonal,  varying  with  school  holidays 
during  which  time  it  is  possible  to  make  up  leeway. 

The  lack  of  speech  therapy  as  an  ancillary  service  leaves  many 
children  in  great  need,  and  curable  defects  of  articulation  are,  as  a 
result,  likely  to  be  untreated  and  permanent.  The  filling  of  this 
defect  in  the  School  Health  Service  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged. 
Orthopaedic  Clinic. — -The  general  arrangements  are  as  detailed  in 
report  for  1950.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. — ^To  encourage  the  acceptance 
of  diphtheria  immunisation  a  publicity  campaign  was  arranged  in 
Southampton  commencing  in  September. 

Full  advantage  was  taken  of  press  publicity  together  with  the 
display  of  large  posters  in  the  various  districts  of  the  town  and 
smaller  posters  in  the  Corporation  omnibuses.  Film  slides  were 
also  shown  at  the  local  cinemas.  In  addition,  printed  “  letters  to 
parents  ”  emphasising  the  risk  of  infection  and  giving  advice  on 

(immunisation  were  distributed  by  head  teachers  of  all  infant  school 
departments.  A  consent  form  for  completion  by  the  parent  was 
appended  to  this  letter. 

i  The  total  number  of  children  completing  a  course  of  primary 
I  immunisation  during  the  year  was  2,464  of  which  total  1,502  were 
dealt  with  at  the  various  municipal  clinics  and  962  treated  by  private 
practitioners,  while  2,718  children  received  reinforcing  injections, 
2,276  at  clinics  and  442  through  private  doctors. 

The  investigation  into  the  value  of  the  new  diphtheria  prophy¬ 
lactics^ — P.T.A.P.  and  P.A.P.T. — in  which  this  local  authority 
have  been  collaborating  with  the  Medical  Research  Council  since 
June  1949,  ceased  in  March  1951.

— As  in  previous  years 
facilities  for  immunisation  against  whooping  cough  were  available 
at  the  various  clinics  for  children  whose  parents  v/ished  to  take 
advantage  of  this  treatment. 


Child  Guidance  Clinic. — Psychiatrist  (part-time)  Mary  Capes,  M.B., 
B.s.,  D.p.M.  Psychologist:  Miss  M.  E.  Clements,  b.sc.  Play  Thera¬ 
pist:  Mrs.  E.  C.  Ellingham.  Psychiatric  Social  Worker:  Miss  M.  A. 
Opie. 

This  is  the  third  review  since  the  reopening  of  this  department 
in  April  1948.  The  number  of  children  referred  has  again  shown 
an  increase  on  the  previous  year,  the  total  being  328. 

Since  June  tw'o  more  sessions  have  been  held  each  week  by  the 
Child  Psychiatrist,  by  arrangement  with  the  South-west  Metro¬ 
politan  Hospital  Board,  but  the  urgent  need  for  further  psychiatric 
social  work  remains.  There  is  a  serious  lack  of  trained  social 
workers. 

Research. — Besides  the  routine  clinical  work  the  staff  have  been 
interesting  themselves  in  several  research  projects;  one,  in  con¬ 
junction  with  other  teams  in  the  Wessex  region,  was  a  follow-up 
survey  of  the  results  of  child  guidance  work.  Another  was  a  pre¬ 
liminary  investigation  into  the  after  effects  of  in-patient  treatment 
in  hospital  during  the  early  years,  and  the  disturbances  in  emotional 
development  which  result.  A  control  series  will  be  studied  during 
the  next  twelve  months,  before  any  conclusions  can  be  drawn. 

Training. — Students  from  the  School  of  Economics  and  from  the 
Tavistock  Clinic,  London,  and  from  University  College,  South¬ 
ampton,  have  received  part  of  their  experience  and  training  in  the 
department,  and  doctors  have  attended  whilst  studying  for  their 
Diploma  in  Child  Health. 

Preventive  Work. — In  all,  52  lectures  were  given  during  the  year, 
the  great  majority  in  the  evenings.  Throughout  the  year  1 1 1 
discussions  have  been  held  with  other  departments  and  organisa¬ 
tions  also  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  the  child. 

Case  Work. — Many  more  children  this  year  have  been  seen  in  an 
advisory  capacity  only.  In  spite  of  this  there  remains  a  waiting  list  of 
some  months,  except  when  the  problem  is  an  acute  one. 

Work  of  the  Educational  Psychologist. — This  is  divided  as  before 
between  the  clinic  and  the  schools.

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Teachers  who  had  volunteered  for  training  in  the  giving  of  intel¬ 
ligence  tests,  completed  their  course  this  year,  and  were  able  to  give 
100  individual  tests  as  part  of  the  Classification  Examinations 
for  1 1  year  olds,  where  this  was  called  for.  There  were  also  eight 
‘'At  Homes  ”  on  Friday  afternoons,  when  teachers  attended  to 
meet  the  clinic  personnel,  and  to  discuss  the  work.  This  close 
co-operation  with  many  teachers  has  been  a  new  and  constructive 
development  in  the  child  guidance  work,  and  has  resulted  in  a 
number  looking  in  for  informal  discussions  after  school  hours.

236  visits  were  made  by  the  Psychologists  to  various  schools 
for  enquiry  and  discussion,  and  for  the  following  reasons —

Treatment. — 1,025  treatments  were  given  during  the  year  in  the 
clinic,  either  as  Play  Therapy  for  the  younger  children,  or  Psycho¬ 
therapy  for  the  adolescents. 

1,259  interviews  were  given  in  all  to  parents,  who  in  the  majority 
of  cases  attend  as  well  as  the  child,  and  are  seen  by  the  Psychiatric 
Social  Worker. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  of  children  was  1,837.  There 
are  a  certain  number  who  have  no  parents,  or  who,  attending  for 
remedial  teaching  in  school  subjects,  do  not  bring  their  parents. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  work  is  largely  conc^ned  with  the 
relationship  between  parent  and  child,  and  different  members  of 
the  team  work  separately  with  the  parent  and  child.  Where  a  home 
visit  was  essential  this  was  made;  54  such  visits  were  made. 

Children  in  the  Care  of  the  Local  Authority. — Besides  the  treatment 
of  disturbed  children  in  this  group,  which  numbered  25,  by  arrange- 
luent  with  the  Children’s  Officer  and  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hollybrook  Homes  this  year  an  hour  was  set  aside  each  week 
for  full  diagnostic  interviews  of  children  in  the  Homes,  known  to  be 
of  normal  intelligence.  Advice  was  then  given  as  to  whether  they 
should  have  treatment,  or  whether  they  were  sufficiently  adjusted 
to  be  boarded  out  in  foster-homes.  The  policy  is  to  recommend 
foster-home  placement  whenever  possible,  especially  for  the  very 
young,  but  v/hen  the  children  are  unduly  disturbed  or  have  had 
little  training  through  adverse  home  conditions  this  may  not  be 
feasible.  The  foster-mothers  of  the  Cottage  Homes  attended  six 
discussion  groups  led  by  Miss  Opie. 

Children  referred  by  Magistrates  and  Probation  Officers.— children 
were  referred  for  a  psychiatric  report,  and  8  of  them  were  given 
and  responded  to  treatment.  In  many  cases  of  delinquency  psycho¬ 
logical  treatment  is  not  indicated  so  much  as  a  modified  social 
background.

Sydney  House  School  Clinic. — The  case  which,  perhaps,  is  par¬ 
ticularly  suitable  for  clinic  supervision  is  that  of  the  child  who  is  not 
thriving,  sometimes  with  a  persistent  cough,  sometimes  with  no 
symptom  other  than  a  poor  appetite  and  a  reputed  failure  to  gain 
weight.  This  type  of  case  requires  steady  observation  for  several 
months,  may  never  require  specific  treatment,  may  alternatively 
have  to  be  referred  to  the  private  practitioner  for  further  investiga¬ 
tion,  may  show  slow  but  steady  improvement,  or  may  be  an  eventual 
candidate  for  a  term  at  an  Open  Air  School.  The  Ultra  Violet 
light  clinic  has  been  used  in  some  cases  with  excellent  effect,  and 
requests  by  private  practitioners  for  this  treatment  have  been  made. 
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Although  cases  of  ringworm  are  not  excessive,  several  cases 
of  ringworm  infection  have  occurred  in  various  areas  and  schools. 
Children  have  usually  been  excluded  from  school  for  a  spell  to 
try  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  infection,  and  have  mostly  re¬ 
sponded  quickly  to  treatment.  One  or  two  families  where  the 
infection  had  spread,  and  where  the  home  conditions  were 
poor,  were  given  treatment  at  the  Disinfecting  Station  before  the 
disease  could  be  brought  under  control. 

Oatlands  House  School  Clinic. — Children  referred  from  school 
have  been  seen  and  examined,  treated  or  referred,  if  thought  neces¬ 
sary,  to  specialists  for  further  advice.  Some  have  been  referred 
to  the  Consulting  Paediatrician  at  the  Children’s  Hospital,  Child 
Guidance  clinic.  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  clinic,  minor  Orthopaedic 
clinic  and  Chest  clinic.  The  advice  given  has  always  been  most 
helpful. 

There  have  been  the  usual  number  of  skin  complaints  treated, 
impetigo,  septic  abrasions  and  verrucas  being  the  most  frequent. 
Scabies  has  been  rare. 

Where  symptoms  have  warranted  it,  chest  X-rays  have  been 
done  at  the  Children’s  Hospital,  and  abnormal  films  have  been 
further  investigated.  Full  use  has  been  made  of  the  Tuberculin 
Jelly  test  and  positive  causes  have  been  referred  to  the  Chest  clinic. 

Children  requiring  sunlight  treatment  have  been  referred  to 
King’s  Park  Road,  as  the  cases  requiring  it  have  been  too  few  to 
justify  a  clinic  here. 

Children  who  have  been  found  to  be  ill,  have  been  referred  to 
their  own  doctors  for  treatment,  with  a  note  to  say  that  they  have 
been  examined  at  the  clinic  and  stating  the  nature  of  the  condition 
suspected. 

Prescribing  has  been  cut  down  to  prophylactic  treatment  only. 

Swaythling  School  Clinic. — A  great  variety  of  conditions  were 
investigated  and  treated.  Of  the  children  attending  a  large  number 
were  brought  on  account  of  persistent  coughs  and  most  of  these 
were  referred  to  their  own  private  doctors  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  year,  as  the  issue  of  medicines  from  the  clinics  was  restricted. 
X-ray  investigations  had  to  be  reduced  to  a  minimum  and  used 
only  when  considered  indispensable  owing  to  a  serious  shortage  of 
X-ray  films. 

Other  conditions  seen  and  treated  at  the  clinic  were  debility, 
listlessness,  anaemia,  headaches  and  other  conditions  associated  with 
deficiency  of  vitamins  and  calcium.  These  responded  quickly 
and  satisfactory  to  medical  treatment,  which  was  in  a  number  of 
cases  supplemented  by  a  course  of  artificial  sunlight  treatment, 
the  latter  invariably  proved  beneficial  to  the  children. 
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An  increased  number  of  cases  of  threadworm  infestation  was 
seen  and  successfully  treated  during  1951.  Some  children  suffering 
from  otitis  media  and  allied  conditions  again  sought  help  and  advice 
from  the  clinic  and  were  given  effective  treatment;  many  of  these  and 
others  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  sub¬ 
sequently  referred  to  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  clinic.  Most  children 
showed  considerable  improvement  in  their  general  conditions  after 
removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

Amongst  the  skin  conditions  seen  a  great  increase  in  verrucas 
and  also  chilblains  has  been  noticeable  during  1951,  and  pro¬ 
longed  treatment  was  required  for  either  condition  to  effect  improve¬ 
ment  and  cures.  On  the  other  hand  there  has  been  a  decrease 
in  the  numbers  of  children  attending  for  the  treatment  of  ringworm, 
impetigo,  psoriasis  and  eczema.  Many  more  cases  of  acne  have 
attended  the  clinic  probably  due  to  the  good  results  achieved  in 
children  who  have  received  treatment  and  whose  friends  attended 
to  get  similar  improvements. 

Some  children  suffering  from  styes  and  others  presenting  boils 
received  effective  treatment  during  the  year  when  Procaine  Penicillin 
again  proved  its  great  value. 

Many  minor  casualties  were  again  seen  at  the  clinic,  and 
the  more  serious  ones  referred  to  the  Royal  South  Hants  Hospital, 
and  a  number  of  children  seeking  advice  for  orthopaedic  conditions 
were  referred  to  the  minor  orthopaedic  clinic  at  the  Health  Centre, 
King’s  Park  Road.  The  number  of  children  attending  for  daily 
dressings  seemed  to  have  increased  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year. 

A  number  of  cases  of  enuresis  received  treatment  during  1951, 
and  the  results,  on  the  whole,  were  very  encouraging. 

Bitterne  Park  School  Clinic. — Although  Bitterne  Park  clinic  was 
open  for  the  last  fourteen  weeks  of  1951  only,  there  was  a  steady 
increase  in  the  numbers  of  school  children  attending. 

The  majority  of  these  children  were  referred  following  routine 
school  examination,  others  were  brought  by  parents  for  advice,  or 
referred  by  head  teachers.  Respiratory  conditions,  recurrent  sore 
throats,  anaemia,  failure  to  gain  weight,  and  persistent  enuresis, 
were  the  most  common  conditions  investigated. 

Respiratory  conditions  were  given  Tuberculin  jelly  or  Patch 
tests,  and  X-ray  investigation  was  undertaken  of  either  chest  or 
nasal  sinuses  where  indicated.  Throat  and  ear  infections  were 
treated  by  gargles,  clearing  up  nasal  catarrh,  and  improving  the 
general  health.  Where  necessary  cases  were  referred  to  the  specialist 
clinic. 
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Cases  of  anaemia,  general  debility,  and  failure  to  gain  weight 
were  given  tonics  and  ultra-violet  light  with  gratifying  results. 
A  number  of  cases  of  enuresis  undergoing  treatment  showed  improve¬ 
ment,  but  it  is  too  early  as  yet  to  quote  the  number  cured. 

A  variety  of  skin  conditions  received  treatment,  including  ver¬ 
rucas,  boils,  acne,  impetigo,  chilblains,  eczema,  urticaria,  and 
blepharitis.  Minor  orthopaedic  conditions  were  seen  in  fair  num¬ 
bers,  and  those  requiring  remedial  exercises  were  referred  to  the 
minor  orthopaedic  clinic.  A  number  of  school  children  received 
diphtheria  immunisation  and  a  few  were  vaccinated.

ASCERTAINMENT 

Children  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  physical  or  mental 
defects  requiring  special  educational  treatment  are  referred  for 
examination  by  the  Education  Department,  private  practitioners, 
health  visitors,  parents  and  from  school  medical  inspection.

SCHOOL  REMEDIAL  EXERCISES  CENTRES 

Report  of  the  Physical  Training  Organiser. — The  work  of  the 
remedial  exercise  centres  has  gone  on  satisfactorily  throughout 
the  year.  It  is  becoming  evident  that  the  provision  of  hanging 
and  climbing  facilities  in  the  junior  and  infant  schools  in  the  form 
of  the  Southampton  apparatus  or  the  outdoor  scaffolding,  and  wall- 
bars  in  the  secondary  modern  schools,  is  having  a  marked  effect 
on  the  posture  of  the  children.  Fewer  cases  of  Kyphosis  and 
Lordosis  are  found  and  in  the  school  where  all  work  is  done  with 
bare  feet  there  are  fewer  cases  of  foot  defects. 
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Really  active  co-operation  Is  being  obtained  from  the  parents 
by  giving  talks  and  demonstrations  in  afternoons  or  evenings 
to  parents  of  children  in  infant  and  junior  schools. 


When  parents  see  and  understand  what  is  being  done  for  the 
physical  development  of  their  children,  they  readily  agree  to  strip¬ 
ping  and  bare  foot  work. 

One  of  the  great  difficulties  in  this  work  has  been  the  condition 
of  floors.  Halls  are  used  for  assembly,  dinners,  singing,  etc.,  as 
well  as  physical  education.  The  question  of  hands,  bodies  and  feet 
coming  into  contact  with  dirty  floors  has  for  some  time  been  causing 
some  concern.  This  difficulty  has  been  overcome  by  providing  a  4ft. 
wide  felt  covered  broom,  which  is  dampened  with  disinfectant  and 
can  be  pushed  or  drawn  over  the  floor  at  the  beginning  of  every 
P.T.  lesson.
